G.S.R. 377(E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 124 read with sub-section (1) of 
Section 132 of the M^or Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Central Government hereby ^proves the Bombay Port Trust 
Employees (Allotment and Occupancy of Residences) amendment Regulations, 1996 made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Mumbai and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

Bombay Port Trust Employees (Allotment and Occupancy of Residences) Amendment Regulations, 19% 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by Section 28 of the M^or Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1%3) the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Bombay with the approval of the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) of Section 124 of 
the said Act hereby makes the following regulations, further to amend the Bombf^ Port Trust Employees (Allotment and 
Occupancy of Residences) Regulations, 1975, hamely;— 

1. Short title and commencement. 

(i) These regulations may be called the Bombay Port Trust Enqrloyecs (Allotment and Occupancy of Residences) 
Amendment Regulations, 1996. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect flnm the date of publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. In the Bombay Port Trust Employees (Allotment and Occupancy of Residences) Regulations, 1975. 
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(i) For existing Regulation 5 the following be substituted : 

5. Classification of Residences 

Save as otherwise provided by these regulations, an employee shnll be eligible for allotment of a residence of the type 
shown in the table below; 


Type of Residence 


Pay of the employee on the date on which allotment is made 


Class IV 
Class m-C 
Class m-B 
Class m-A 


All Class rv employees irrespective of pay limits. 

Class in employees drawing p^ upto Rs. 3020. 

Class in employees drawing pay over Rs. 3020 but not over Rs. 3790. 
Class in employees drawing pay over Rs. 3790._ 


(ii) For the existing explanation (1) and (2) under regulation 5, the following be substituted : 

(1) For the purpose of this regulation, pay means pay of an employee in the post held by him on a regular 
basis. 

(2) The pay limits shown in column 2 of the above table have been e^ressed in terms of the structure adopted on 
implementation ofthe Memorandum of Settlement with effectfrom 1*1-1993 sanctioned under T.R. No. 678 
of 22-12-1994 and will correspond to pay limit s in future pay revisions on the same level as may be notified 
by the Chairman. 

(iii) After the existing explanation (4), the following be added as explanation (5): 

(5) A Class III employee eligible for Class III-C quarters shall be initially allotted on the basis of his priority date 
Class III-C type unit of one room kitchen. Such employee sh^l be migrated to unit of two room plus kitchen on the basis of 
his priority date for the allotment of Class HI-C type quarters subject to his /her willingness and fbrthcr subject to the availability 
of such units.
